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the problems especially as one would plan them for future programs. 
Items (1 } and { 2 ) appear to reflect the earlier plane that were intended 
to engineer toward the solution by brute force. Our early efforts to 
develop advanced techniques appeared to have been guided by the desire 
to exploit the wonders of the newly arrived A DP equipment and electro* 
ale digital computers, hoping for the quantum step to fully automated 
systems which would accept and manipulate the massive information 
input. 

The bulk of the government funds to improve the handling of Informs* 
tion was tunneled into the development of large systems which were, in 
all honesty, a rationalization of preconceived solutions. Inadvertently, 
and instinctively, these focused efforts were directed toward the simu- 
lation of the human brain, complete with massive memories, character 
recognition and Gestalt retrieval. Admittedly, this was a gamble, but 
It suffered as most focused research efforts suffer, in that its succeed 
depended upon the ability to resolve some fundamental obstacles. Un- 
fortunately, subtle obstacles proved to be more formidable than originally 
anticipated. 

I somehow sense that there is a widespread disenchantment with the 
large systems approach since the results of nearly ten years of effort 
and nearly $100 million of expenditures have evidently fallen far short 
of the earUer expectations for them. As a consequence, there may in 
all likelihood be a widespread inclination not to do further work in the 
development of advanced techniques, such as non -numerical information 
processing, i. e. , item (3) of your letter. X would hope that whatever 
disposition one makes with ycrur items (!) and (2), it should not hinder 
the government's efforts in item {3}. 

I would advise la favor of stepped-up research in exotic non -numerical 
information processing but would recommend a re-evsluetion of the 
goals, their redefinition, and the expectation of achieving them. I 
would also recommend that new support be given to research in the 
present information handling systems with the goal of achieving incre- 
mental improvements. 

Considerable progress has been made in the methodology and tools for 
handling files, paper work, and other recorded information over the 
past several years, but these incremental improvements to operating 
systems resulted more from industry- sponsored than government - 
sponsored research and development. Sven so, the government has

greatly benefited by the development of new schemes end equipment 
for filing, manual retrieval, photocopying* high speed composing, 
printing, etc. 

If we rule out the large systems approach as being Imprudent at this 
time, then there remain three peeslbie avenues for the government 
efforts In non- numerical infer nation processes: 

(l) The enhancement of present manual information 

systems with improved apparatus and methodology; 

(2 1 The fundamental studies of the system parameters; 
and 

( 3 ) Research directed toward a system breakthrough. 

I am unable to suggest at this time how oao ought to apportion the 
government funding into these three avenues. The availability of 
talent should be the factor which determines this allocation of funds. 

If a retrenchment of the large systems in called for, than there would 
be more than sufficient funds available for these recommended efforts. 
This is essentially the sense that was embodied in a 1 961 report by a 
PSAC ad hoc study panel on non -numerical Information processing. Two 
excerpts from this report era as follows; 

II is therefore recommended that no more money be 
expended than that presently budgeted and planned, 
except In response to specific well -thought-out propo- 
sals embodying distinctly new theoretical or conceptual 
approaches. If anything, smaller expenditures on ill- 
defined global development projects could free some 
manpower for thinking. *’

'The panel thinks that this la not a question of facilities, 
money, massive group efforts, or large research centers, 
but rather a question of properly motivating the present 
widely scattered individual workers and group# of workers 
to attack a tractable set of problems. ‘ 

Perhaps we in the government are giving teo little effort to our present 
systems lor Information processing — the traditional manual systems 
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of reporting, indexing, filing. **d clarification, tt i* apparel that 
our efforts hare failed for lack of a more fundamental understanding 
of kman communications. The recently completed data ^a»e under 
the &£ IPS effort of JOOlB should contribute immeasurahiy to the 
verification of these fund® me nets i studies mentioned above. 

The present level of expenditure in this whole eree of information 
processing, although it may be disproportionately allocated, is 
probably sufficient to cover a «eU balanced effort, iacl«*iiag research 
and development for incremental improvements of present ioethodoiogy 
research into advanced coiicepte. But a pew bal aaocdpr sgjwnt^most 
dec idedly would involve a stepped-^ fundiagjri thewtiealjitudies *«S 
in studies which attic's t bs fundamental ^.robiems . 

Finally, I would like to address myself to the matter of manpower for 
carrying out this work. »' hike most of us have frequently beard the 
comment that there is a dire shortage of qualified talent to undertake 
research in non -numerical data processing, we probably can no longer 
accept this as meaningful in the light of our proposed expansion into 
the areas of more fundamental research, in »*e past and at present, 
much talent has been frocen in large systems #f£«rt*. teere, the indi- 
viduals are part of a* organisational structure which may indeed impost 
a tightening of creative talent within the relatively few corporations and 
laboratories which have large contracts, The so-called shortage of 
people may be in part due to the rigid structuring of systems efforts 
itself. I presume that much talent ie sapped away from the primary 
problems by being slotted into the purely systems problems, i. e. , 
such work a* impedance matching among the components o* the system. 
Tints, I believe the shortage of talent has in part been generated by our 
method of funding. 

One of the strongest recommendation* I could make at tide time would 
be in the nature of changing the method of support for work in these 
areas. It s earns to me that the only way i© marshal the intellectual 
effort needed is to sstahUsh a broadly based grant mechanism to 
individuals or to small teams or groups of researchers, spacer rentoy, 
the retrenchment of support for the larger systems aepefiiUy will 
release scores of top quality talent which, coupled with the expansion 
of support into virgin manpower pools, should provide more than 
adequate talent for the task. Admittedly, this will increase the preb- 
iems of security, but these problems as you intimate in your letter. 
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are larger than intelligence information itself. Thus, >4t may be pos- 
sible to provide support for unclassified work which would deal with 
problems in scientific and technical information or ia other mode* of 
communication, yet in fact the result* would be indistinguisbabi • from 
research and development in intelligence information processing. 

In (umira ry , your letter i# welcomed a» an invitation for ail of ae to 
examine the intra -government communication* process a* the science 
it is. 


Concern for the problem of non -numerical information processing has 
been felt also in other quarters, especially the Department of Defence. 
With this rising interest it may fes an opportune time to establish {1)8 
government "wide program in common! cations processing under the 
arffls of the Federal Council for Science and Technology? end { 2 ) a non- 
government advisory activity in communications rassarcs* and davelop- 
ineat under the aegis of FSAC. 

While these are possible answer# to promote coordination of similar 
oBSi tta among tha Departments or Agencies, they are mentioned merely 
ajfcjpoesible approaches to a group of problems, i would welcome your 
reaction to them and per hope your suggestions of other possible 
mechanisms.
